“What Can I Do?” 


An American businessman who 
visited India last year was im- 
pressed by the need for capital to 
finance young Indians of ability in 
free enterprise ventures. W. L. 
Graham, oil man of Wichita, Kan- 
sas, put up $25,000 to launch his 
“free enterprise crusade” and 
stayed in India until he saw the 
money invested with enterprising 
young Indians on a 50-50 profit- 
sharing basis. Returning to this 
country, Mr. Graham raised 
$250,000 more and is now back in 
India organizing Private Enterprise, 
Inc. This sum represents contribu- 
tions from many of his friends in 
America, including an oil worker 
who offered $5,000 payable in $100 
monthly installments. 

The new fund is being deposited 
in a bank in Bombay and will be 
used to finance Indians who have 
promising projects, especially those 
which will increase employment. 
Applications for loans will be made 
through the Indian Chamber of 
Commerce and passed on by a com- 
mittee of four prominent Indian 
businessmen. The borrowers may 
buy out Mr. Graham’s 50 per cent 
interest in the businesses when they 
are able. He will then plow back 
his profits into the Private Enter- 
prise, Inc., fund. 

In a special dispatch to the New 
York Times Mr. Graham stated 
that he had found much enterprise 
but little capital to support ventures 
of able young Indians. He recalled 
that he started his own business 
career on a loan of $200. India has 
been going socialist, says Mr. 
Graham, simply because there is no 
capital for young businessmen. 

Thousands of Americans of 
means go abroad annually — to Eu- 
rope, Asia and Africa. In most lo- 
calities there are Christian agencies 
which would cooperate in duplicat- 
ing and enlarging upon Mr. Grah- 
am’s adventure in Christian sharing.

X-Ray and Forecast 


EEP THESE POINTS IN MIND as you read the headlines: (1) The 

ranking authorities on Russian communism, George Kennan, Edward 
Crankshaw, Harrison Salisbury and others, urge that communism be rec- 
ognized as a revolutionary force, subversively promoted to erupt from 
within, rather than an invasive military force. In their writings, which can 
be found in any public library, they urge that communism can best be 
defeated by diplomacy, by maneuver and negotiation to withdraw all Rus- 
sian and U. S. military forces from Central Europe, and by gaining eco- 
nomic and cultural ascendency over Marxism. 


(2) The cults of doom and violence that fill our press and 
radio, and which have permeated our political and military life, call atomic 
warfare a “defense system” — though it would kill 60 million Americans, 
injure 40 million more and destroy our urban civilization for generations 
to come. They wave hush-hush military surveys and reports as evidence 
of our approaching doom, surveys that are said to present a situation so 
complex and dangerous that the public mustn’t hear about it. This is the 
path to home-grown tyranny. History would also warn us to challenge any 
report based on “military intelligence,” with its record of misinformation 
and compounded errors. 


N ABOUT TWELVE WEEKS, the U. S. will stage the next series of 

big atomic tests in the South Pacific. These tests are believed to be re- 
lated to the large hydrogen warheads that will be fitted into the interconti- 
nental ballistic missiles, along with further experiments of radiation-free, 
or “clean” bombs. (A clean bomb has been described as one that kills you 
but doesn’t injure your pallbearers.) 


RUSSIA IS PRECEDING THE U. S. TESTS with a forceful 
propaganda drive to stop all atomic tests, a drive which U. S. officials have 
met only with the threadbare retorts of “Moscow propaganda.” And very 
effective propaganda it is, for nearly all the people of the earth are beg- 
ging that the tests be stopped. When the U. S. demands that a system of 
inspection be set up first, the world answers — “Stop the tests first and 
work for the safeguards next. When people are trapped in a burning build- 
ing, don’t the firemen first save life?” The most casual survey of the for- 
eign press reveals these sentiments to be widespread. 


A PETITION SIGNED BY 9,600 LEADING SCIENTISTS, ask- 
ing that all atomic tests be stopped, has been headlined in the world press, 
for these signatures represented most of the top scientific names in Europe 
and Asia with a large and important representation from the U. S. To label 
this petition as “Communist-inspired” is not only 99 per cent false but in- 
credibly stupid and damaging to America’s position of world leadership. 
Every time we brand a peace move as Communist-inspired we convince 
that many more people in the world that the Communists want peace more 
than we do. Foreign public polls now reveal that the people in the great 
neutral areas, whom we need so much to win, consider the U. S. as dan- 
gerous to the peace as Russia, many believe more so. (N. Y. Herald-Trib- 
une, Oct. 13, 57.) When will we learn that most people in the world now 
fear nuclear war much more than they fear communism? 


IF ATOMIC TESTS CONTINUE, not only will the great ICBM’s 


be perfected and mankind have passed beyond its last reprieve, but other

False Security 

Dr. L. V. Berkner, scientist, re- 
tired admiral of the U. S. Navy and 
member of the President’s Scientific 
Advisory Committee, charges that 
the restrictions on travel enforced 
by the U. S. State Dept. are boost- 
ing Moscow’s importance as a scien- 
tific center. In the December issue 
of Foreign Affairs, Dr. Berkner 
cites State Dept. rules which have 
forbidden scientists from Commu- 
nist China to come to the U. S. and 
thereby prevented many interna- 
tional scientific organizations from 
meeting in this country. As a result, 
these gatherings have often met in 
Russia and the Soviet has gained 
enormous prestige from such con- 
tacts. Dr. Berkner also renounces 
the shortsightedness of the U. S. in 
eliminating scientific attaches from 
our embassies and other foreign 
posts. The U. S. maintains more 
than 500 military attaches abroad 
but since 1953, not a single one of 
them has been a scientific attache. 
“Scientific observation and advice on 
rocket developments before sput- 
nik would have been invaluable.” 

McCARTHY ERA Decisions 
Reviewed: The U. S. Army is carry- 
ing out an unpublicized program 
of reviewing and readjusting the 
case of every soldier who was dis- 
charged between 1948 and 1955 as 
a security risk. During the period 
of mass hysteria of the McCarthy 
era hundreds of American soldiers 
received undesirable discharges 
which made them ineligible for vet- 
eran’s benefits under Federal and 
state laws because of former and 
usually remote associations with 
left-wing organizations or because 
of Cominunist contacts on the part 
of their families. The fine service 
records of these men were ignored 
in the Army’s decisions. 

In almost half of the cases so far 
reviewed, changes and adjustments 
have been ordered that restore hon- 
orable discharge status, back pay 
and other veterans’ rights. 








Reuther Innovates 


Business leaders are furious, little 
business bewildered, the consumer 
astonished but interested, as CIO 
chief Walter Reuther asks for a 
10 per cent split with the auto work- 
ers, and a 10 per cent rebate to the 
consumer, out of General Motors’ 
approximately 30 per cent profit on 
investment. This is an inevitable re- 
action to the new trend in industry 
to set or “administer” prices and 
profits with complete disregard of 
the free market. Reuther is trying 
to put the unions back in the van- 
guard of the public interest by 
challenging industry with its re- 
sponsibility to the worker-consum- 
er — which is the public. Industry 
calls it socialism. But names will 
mean nothing if profits and prices 
stay high while unemployment 
grows. Smearing Reuther will but 
strengthen him, if he’s right. Much 
derogatory material is pouring out 
of big business agencies against 
Reuther for being socialistic, dan- 
gerously ambitious. His approach 
may be “socialistic,” but no one 
can deny the totalitarianism in the 
present price profit trends. Must 
we choose between these? 


Politics & Science 

During the furore over sputnik, 
we reported in our issue of Nov. 15 
that notable progress had been made 
by British scientists — in coopera- 
tion with Americans — in solving 
the problem of controlled thermo- 
nuclear fusion, a scientific achieve- 
ment far outranking sputnik. 

Subsequent press reports have 
featured several phases of this de- 
velopment, including the British ac- 
cusation that the U. S. Atomic En- 
ergy Commission tried to suppress 
the story for fear that news of 
more scientific achievement outside 
would further embarrass U. S. di- 
plomacy. The denials issued by the 
U. S. have even belittled the British- 
U. S. thermonuclear progress. Adm. 
Strauss, head of the AEC, particu- 
larly attempted to down-grade the 
present thermonuclear achievements 
as “remote” and “too limited.” But 
the Admiral has often proved him- 
self to be more of a political ma- 
neuverer than a responsible spokes- 
man for U. S. atomic science. 

Noteworthy progress has been 
made in thermonuclear research 
which will some day harness the 
immense power of the H-bomb for 
constructive purposes — with the 
fuel, hydrogen (heavy hydrogen or 
deuterium), drawn from ocean wa- 
ter. Although some British news- 
papers did exaggerate the British 
laboratory successes and made it 
appear that the experiments were 
nearly completed — a viewpoint re- 
flected by some press reports in this 
country — these overly optimistic 
reports may still prove prophetic 
and realistic.

nations which are accumulating atomic materials will be making their own 
tests. France, West Germany, Italy and Japan now have large nuclear re- 
search centers and are organizing nuclear weapons projects. so they can 
hold their own among the great powers. (See Harrison Brown’s article in 
The Bulletin of The Atomic Scientists, Nov. ’57.) Now the U. S. has seized 
sections of the international seas for our testing grounds — with no legal 
right to do so. Then when the radiation from our tests fell upon the Japan- 
ese, we ignored their protests. The Russians have also made tests but only 
about 40 in contrast to approximately 130 by the U. S. Suppose Japan 
should make tests in the North Pacific and their radiation should con- 
taminate the air and sea of our Pacific Northwest. Our Congress would 
threaten Japan with war within a matter of days. Yet we have ignored 
Japan’s protests for four years. 


HE 30-FOOT SCHOONER CALLED THE GOLDEN RULE, pre- 

paring to sail into the test zone of the South Pacific from California 
with four Americans on board, highlights this issue. The boat is now being 
outfitted in California for the trip which will begin about the first week of 
February. Once it enters the 50,000 square mile test area — from which 
all shipping and fishing craft will be warned away — the Golden Rule in- 
tends to stay, come what may, to focus the attention of the world on the 
monstrous delinquency of our Government in continuing actions which 
strengthen the moral position of our foes, alienate our friends and threaten 
the well-being of all men now and for generations to come. 


THE CAPTAIN of the Golden Rule is former Lieutenant Com- 
mander of the U. S. Navy, Albert S. Bigelow, 51, architect and artist, who 
commanded three combat vessels in all areas of World War II. Previously 
the Housing Commissioner for Massachusetts and now a resident of Con- 
necticut, Mr. Bigelow has two daughters and four grandchildren. He is a 
Quaker. The mate is William R. Huntington, 56, also an architect. He is 
married, has three daughters and two grandchildren. He was a conscien- 
tious objector during World War II and is a Quaker, a member of the 
Board of Directors of the American Friends Service Committee. 


THE PROJECT IS SPONSORED by a group called Nonviolent 
Action Committee Against Nuclear Weapons. The members are drawn 
from several American organizations working for peace. The project will 
cost about $10,000. (Those who would like to share this responsibility 
may write Lawrence Scott, Nonviolent Action Committee, 2006 Walnut 
St., Philadelphia 3, Pa.) A similar Gandhian nonviolent protest was at- 
tempted during the Nevada tests last year. Guards arrested the protest 
marchers who tried to enter the test area. The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion and the military authorities, with the assistance of most of the press, 
tried to handle the situation as just a crackpot incident to be ignored. Can 
they do this to a project involving well-known professional men, one with 
a distinguished U. S. war record? 


IF THE GOLDEN RULE IS CRACKPOT, then so is Gen. Doug- 
las MacArthur, Gen. Omar Bradley, Adlai Stevenson and nearly all of the 
world’s greatest scientists and the many others who, in their various ways, 
are calling the nuclear arms race insane and totally futile. (See N. Y. Times, 
Dec. 8 for Bradley’s statements.) This Newsletter is interested in the Gold- 
en Rule protest because it is New Testament Christianity. Also because it 
dramatically points to a decisive area of world thought where the church 
and most Christians have been confused, cowardly and silent. The Golden 
Rule will be a silent witness but neither confused nor cowardly. 


NARMED DEFENSE offers a look into the future, into a more ma- 

ture world civilization which will some day evolve, either before or 
after an atomic holocaust. In our issues of Dec. 15 and Jan. 1 we discussed 
the influential Englishmen, some with distinguished military backgrounds, 
who are daring to face the realization that Britain cannot survive an 
atomic war. They propose a plan for Unarmed Defense in the belief that 
Britain, unarmed and offering no threat to any other nation, would con- 
sequently escape atomic devastation in the event of war, as have Sweden, 
Switzerland, Norway and Denmark through two world conflicts. The two 
latter nations were occupied by the Nazis but they did not suffer the de- 
struction of their cities as did the belligerents. Unarmed Defense therefore 
should include the possibility of, and preparation for, an enemy occupation. 


THE ONLY DEFENSE CONSISTENT WITH DEMOCRACY is 
Unarmed Defense, say its proponents. Democracy is not just a political 
state but a way of life, rooted in moral and spiritual values which modern 
militarism progressively desecrates and atomic war would totally destroy. 
Only by pressing upon the foe the doctrines and practice of democracy, 
through the personal contacts afforded by an enemy occupation, can we

Blind Colonialism 


Sometimes we see how the Unit- 
ed Nations can work for peace — 
even when it fails: On last Nov. 20, 
the Indonesian Foreign Minister, 
Dr. Subandrio, warned the UN As- 
sembly that unless the Dutch were 
willing again to open negotiations 
over Indonesian claims on West 
New Guinea, his Government 
would not be able to restrain the re- 
sentments of the people against the 
Dutch colonial forces. The Dutch 
had refused to negotiate further and 
informed the UN that they would 
hold out against the Indonesians. 

When the Indonesian minister is- 
sued a final warning on Nov. 29 and 
demanded that the General Assem- 
bly approve an Afro-Asian resolu- 
tion asking for renewal of the Indo- 
nesian-Dutch negotiations, the vote 
on the resolution was 49 in favor 
and 29 against Indonesia with 11 
abstainers, including the U. S. This 
was not a two-thirds majority and 
the resolution was defeated. Dr. 
Subandrio immediately warned that 
“my Government has no alternative 
but to resort to action outside the 
UN.” The Dutch immediately re- 
plied that their military establish- 
ments in New Guinea would take 
care of things. 

The world now knows of the sor- 
ry failure and total losses by the 
Dutch. The U. S. delegates, under 
orders from Washington, hid out 
during this test. But had the U. S. 
taken a stand to support the Indo- 
nesian request that the issue be set- 
tled through UN channels, the 
Dutch would still be in West New 
Guinea although under new ar- 
rangements more favorable to the 
colonial peoples. Even the national- 
ization of Dutch holdings would 
have allowed most of the Dutch ad- 
ministrators to be retained on lucra- 
tive salaries, reports Dr. Subandrio. 


From Zululand 

A former African Zulu herd boy 
is coming to the Hartford (Conn.) 
Theological Seminary as a profes- 
sor of missions. After graduate 
work in this country, Dr. Absolom 
Vilakazi found that, because of the 
growing hatreds and tensions creat- 
ed by white supremacy in Africa, 
there was little opportunity of serv- 
ing his people in the field of higher 
education and Christian theology. 
He believed that he could do more 
for the cause of Christianity in 
Africa by coming to America. Prof. 
Vilakazi comments, “If the white 
government of South Africa con- 
tinues as at present, we are heading 
for disaster. The moods of the Afri- 
cans are changing and the boiling 
point is not far distant. As the 
whites attempt to keep the Africans 
down by banning the more respon- 
sible native leaders, then leadership 
will fall into the hands of the more 
violent irresponsible elements.” 








MRA & The Hierarchy 

The Roman Catholic Church has 
ordered all Catholics to separate 
themselves from the Moral Re- 
Armament movement. MRA, an in- 
dependent spiritual crusade of in- 
ternational scope, has had many 
Catholics in its active membership. 
But in 1955 the Vatican ordered 
all priests to cease attending MRA 
meetings. A recent Vatican order 
states that while the church is in 
sympathy with the aims and pur- 
poses of MRA, Catholics must “be- 
ware of collaboration because of 
the threat of “indifferentism,” a view 
that all religions are of equal valid- 
ity; or “syncretism,” conciliation or 
union of conflicting religious beliefs. 

“Catholics who wish to make the 
world over should not render their 
activity sterile by joining move- 
ments that are not Catholic,” states 
the Vatican declaration. “Catholics 
should give their enthusiasm only 
to forms of activity the Pope has en- 
dorsed.” (N. Y. Times, Dec. 10.) 

This action of the Vatican is rem- 
iniscent of similar steps taken ten 
years ago when the Catholic clergy 
was instructed to cease attendance 
at Rotary Club meetings. Consider- 
able pressure followed in European 
Catholic circles to interpret the Vati- 
can’s order as applying also to lay 
Catholics, but since many thousands 
of Rotarians are Catholic, especial- 
ly in America, the Vatican soft- 
peddled the order in relation to 
laymen. 


Liquor Legitimate? 

‘The major breweries and distill- 
ing corporations make it a standard 
practice to deal with the most no- 
torious racketeers and gangsters as 
distributors and retailers for their 
products in most metropolitan areas. 
Any attempt by the liquor interests 
to deny this tie-in with crime must 
face the present action of the New 
York State Liquor Authority now 
busily cracking down on the “dele- 
gates” to the gangland “convention” 
held near Apalachin, N. Y. 

When the state police discovered 
the gangster gathering, they raided 
the remote country estate and found 
that leading gang figures from all 
over America had converged there 
for a “business conference.” Daniel 
Gutman. legal counsel to the State 
Liquor Authority. stated that many 
of those involved in the Apalachin 
meeting have been for many years 
holders of alcoholic beverage li- 
censes, and were associated with the 
largest liquor interests. The New 
York State Liquor Authority is now 
threatening to cancel the licenses of 
these men and, in addition, demand- 
ing that the liquor industry also can- 
cel their contracts with the known 
racketeers. This action however will 
probably be squelched if matters 
run according to precedent. Is 
liquor a legitimate business?

truly win a modern war. All civilized men agree that the purpose of modern 
war is to change the enemy’s mind, otherwise war is but pointless savagery. 
By establishing a position of moral superiority over the enemy, democracy 
can use its own weapon, the power of persuasion, most effectively. In this 
way armed occupation presents democracy with an opportunity to meet 
the enemy “toe to toe” — and truly to conquer him by changing his mind. 
But with military extremism dominating so much of our press and radio, 
the public hears nothing of this timely philosophy which is destined to 
have a large place in the world’s thoughts if man is to master the atom 
and not be destroyed by it. 


UNARMED DEFENSE IS NOT JUST A THEORY. It has been 
used successfully many times. When the Quaker, Moravian and Mennonite 
settlers in colonial Pennsylvania first came under attack from warlike In- 
dian tribes, they used many methods of unarmed defense such as leaving 
their cabin doors open at night with kettles of warm food simmering in the 
fireplaces, knowing that cold, hunger and sickness afflicted the Indian 
camps during the long winters. The Indian squaws silently found their way 
to the settlers’ cabins during the cold nights, to warm and feed their 
babies by the friendly firesides. And the attacks ceased. While Indian wars 
raged on all sides during the colonial generations, the Pennsylvanians lived 
at peace with the Indians whom they treated not as “savages” but as 
worthy neighbors. (Non-Resistance in Colonial Pennsylvania, Scottsdale, 
Pa., 1932.) 


For years the Chavante Indians fought bloody wars with the Gov- 
ernment of Brazil. Then a Brazilian general led unarmed regiments into the 
jungles, his men trained to resist attacks with food, medicine and simple 
agricultural tools. The “peace troops” were taught to accept wounds and 
even death without using violence in retaliation — a kind of training which 
Unarmed Defense must always include to establish moral superiority over 
the enemy. Hatred and fear soon dwindled in the Chavante mind, the wars 
ended. The Chavante territories are now becoming a peaceful part of the 
Brazilian democracy. (Saturday Evening Post, Mar. 15, 1947.) 

UNARMED DEFENSE WON’T WORK WITH THE COMMU- 
NISTS? The German author, Lotte Hoffman and her 16 year old daughter 
were in their home in Berlin when pillaging Russian soldiers burst into 
the room. She prayed silently but offered the soldiers food, and she and 
her daughter played folk songs on the piano. As a result the Russian troops 
themselves took on the job of protecting the Hoffmans against half-drunk 
marauding soldiers; one or two armed Russians would sit up on guard 
all night to make sure that she and her daughter were safe. (Allen Hunter, 
Courage in Both Hands, from a BBC broadcast, Aug. 15, 1948.) 

DURING THE RUSSIAN BOLSHEVIK UPHEAVAL, maraud- 
ing revolutionary forces attacked some Russian Mennonite villages. The 
villagers fought back — many were killed. The Mennonite leaders decided 
from then on to meet such attacks with hospitality, food, gifts. When 
other bands of pillagers came the communities were left unmolested. 

ATTILA THE HUN marched on Rome in 482 A. D. Pope Leo I 
and a group of priests went out to meet him with gifts. Some cynics called 
it bribery, but Attila spared the sacred city and never returned. Certainly 
he would have won more in plunder than the gifts or ransom. Either way, 
great spiritual leaders persuaded one of history’s most savage conquerors 
to go away in peace. They changed his mind. And there is the magnificent 


story of Gandhi, familiar to all.

Integration News 


It has been two years now since 
the Negroes of Montgomery, Ala., 
began their boycott against the city 
bus system. The 50,000 Negroes 
of Montgomery carried out their 
protest action with such restraint 
and dignity that they won the sup- 
port of the entire nation. Today 
they not only ride in integrated 
buses but find the new custom ac- 
cepted in good spirit by most other 
citizens. 

The movement was directed by 
the hastily organized Montgomery 
Improvement Assn. The MIA now 
announces that since the integration 
on the city buses is working smooth- 
ly, they will push on towards more 
comprehensive achievements in 
equal opportunities. For instance, 
the city of Montgomery is planning 
to build a $900,000 Library for the 
white folks who constitute 54 per 
cent of the population, while the 
colored folks, who represent 46 per 
cent, will get a $100,000 branch li- 
brary. And Negroes are still denied 
equal access to the parks. So MIA 
still has work to do. 


BAPTIST LEADERS of Little 
Rock inform us that the Baptist 
churches which held a public pray- 
er meeting “to uphold segregation” 
were not members of the Southern 
Baptist Convention. All of the Bap- 
tist churches of Little Rock which 
are associated with the SBC (the of- 
ficial body of Southern Baptists) 
joined in the great interdenomina- 
tional prayer meeting where over 
10,000 Little Rock Christians met 
to pray for divine guidance in solv- 
ing the problem of racial strife with 
Christian love and brotherhood. 


INTERRACIAL HOUSING 
projects in the Pittsburgh areas, 
where homes are available to all 
races at $15,000 to $18,000, were 
recently reported by Dr. Willard C. 
Mellin, chairman of the Presbyte- 
rian Council of Industrial and Inter- 
racial Relations. In Philadelphia, 
Detroit and Chicago, Christian 
groups are taking similar action. 

A new interracial housing devel- 
opment has been started in Prince- 
ton, N. J., where Negro scholars 
and scientists employed by the Uni- 
versity or by the many industrial 
research institutions in the environs 
of Princeton, have in the past found 
no suitable housing available for 
them. The Quaker builder who pio- 
neered in the Concord Park (Penna.) 
interracial housing project, George 
Otto, and his associate, Morris Mil- 
gram, sponsor the Princeton project. 

These communities stand in dra- 
matic contrast to the slum ghettos 
in the same areas. Tensions are in- 
tensified when Negro families are 
able to pay for suitable attractive 
homes but are barred from decent 
surroundings by color barriers. 








Nonviolent Power 
During the October days that 
marked the first anniversary of the 
Hungarian Freedom Revolt, the 
people of Hungary managed to 
commemorate the event despite po- 
lice orders prohibiting demonstra- 
tions. Even black neckties or black 
arm bands as mourning symbols 
had been outlawed. But thousands 
of Hungarians from all over the 
country observed the day by stay- 
ing away from work and by boycot- 
ting all cafes, restaurants, places of 
amusement and all state services. 


The nation was simply brought 
to a standstill during these hours. 
While the police tried to keep the 
people from gathering at the scenes 
where the sharpest conflicts had oc- 
curred between the freedom fight- 
ers and the Russian troops, thou- 
sands upon thousands of Hungar- 
ians walked by these places in the 
face of machine guns mounted to 
prevent any new outbreak. One 
U. S. newsman described these si- 
lent throngs, moving cautiously to 
prevent any new incident but in 
large numbers and with a deliberate 
sullen silence, as a demonstration of 
nationwide resistance which warned 
the Reds that the nation was still 
unconquered and unconquerable. 
“No Red boss sleeps well of nights,” 
concluded an American observer. 





YOUTHS IN TROUBLE: Judge 
Elizabeth McCain, of the Memphis 
Juvenile Court, recently concluded 
that “getting tough” with teenagers 
does not get the desired results. 
Judge McCain asks, “Are people 
really interested in curbing juvenile 
delinquency when they demand that 
‘we get tough’ with the teenagers, 
or are they just expressing the de- 
spair and defeatism of frustrated 
adults?” Her experience has con- 
vinced her that most young people 
get in trouble because of a feeling 
of rejection by those they admire 
and want to love. They carry this 
rejection over into a wholesale re- 
sentment against society. In getting 
tough, we fail to understand that 
humiliation is added to resentment 
by such treatment and thus crim- 
inal tendencies are heightened. The 
only cure, according to Judge Mc- 
Cain, is to love and cherish every 
young person as an_ individual 
worthy of the respect, affection and 
training each needs. 





GI PROSTITUTES: A_ world 
conference on international social 
problems, recently held in Tokyo, 
reported that 25,000 prostitutes are 
active in South Korea among the 
American troops. According to a 
* Reuters dispatch from Tokyo, or- 
ganized prostitution is also prevalent 
in Japan where it was reported that 
100,000 girls are to be found in the 
areas surrounding American mili- 
tary installations. 
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NARMED DEFENSE IS A LIVING ISSUE in Europe where every- 

one is watching with tense interest the evolving relationships of Rus- 
sia to Poland and Hungary. The Hungarian Freedom crusade started as a 
nonviolent movement. For days the paraders marched with banners, sing- 
ing about freedom, chanting their slogans. The Hungarian Communist of- 
ficials and the Hungarian Red police watched with embarrassed fascina- 
tion, many openly encouraging and aiding the marchers. The Russian 
Army units looked on good-naturedly, the Soviet officers aware that many 
of their troops were sympathetic with the Hungarians. Then a Hungarian 
police officer was killed in an altercation and violence erupted. When Mos- 
cow finally crushed the rebellion, fresh Soviet regiments had to be brought 
in, for the Kremlin did not dare trust the Russian troops stationed in Hun- 
gary, many of whom had already joined the Hungarians. (Report of UN 
Committee on Hungary.) 


POLISH LEADERS WATCHED AND LEARNED. The Poles 
coached themselves to avoid violence as Poland continued to push for 
greater freedom. When the student protests in Warsaw a few weeks ago 
grew into mass parades and threatened to become riotous, the Associated 
Press reported that Polish leaders begged the students to return quietly to 
their campuses and to continue the resistant movement in more subtle 
ways. With remarkable restraint and understanding, the students obeyed. 
And now through many avenues the Polish people keep watering down the 
Marxist doctrinaire and pressing the Kremlin tyrants endlessly for a great- 
er independence. As the iron fist grips the throat of Hungary while Poland 
slowly regains its national life, the people of Europe watch thoughtfully, 
expectantly. 


INCE THE PARIS NATO CONFERENCES, most U. S. press and 

radio comments have represented the people of the Western allied na- 
tions as favoring the establishment of American missile bases in their coun- 
tries. This is not a true picture. A Gallup poll in England revealed the 
majority of the British people do not want American missiles in their ter- 
ritory, and feelings are so strong against the idea in Norway, Sweden and 
Denmark that Washington has admittedly made no progress in negotiating 
a U. S. missile agreement with these countries. (Sweden is considering an 
armed neutrality with the possiblity of some atomic armaments of her own.) 


THE AMERICAN PEOPLE ARE MISLED in these matters be- 
cause most of the news from Europe originates with European politicians 
and military leaders who are fattened by the continued outpouring of 
American defense dollars. In West Germany, England, France and Italy, 
strong political forces which, in varying degrees, oppose the present U. S. 
military alliances, are working to displace the present regimes. These op- 
position forces represent the working classes; in England it’s the Labor- 
ites; in West Germany the Socialist-Democrats. In Sweden, Norway and 
Denmark, the Socialist-Agrarians (the small farmers) are already in power, 
hence the weapons neutrality in Scandinavia. For all these Socialists oppose 
the U. S. overemphasis on militarism in the approach to the problem of 
communism. The Socialists believe that communism is an economic and 
social problem rather than a military matter, and the Socialists — contrary 
to distorted reports in the U. S. — are intensely anti-Communist, since they 
believe in free elections and sternly oppose collectivization. (Almost all 
Protestants in Europe are Socialists, being neither the wealthy landowner- 
industrial aristocracy nor Communists.) 


HE U. S. BUSINESS SLUMP —as it affects Europe — may, ironi- 

cally, lessen war tensions for if unemployment mounts in Europe, 
the Socialists will start winning elections. In England and West Germany 
alone this would greatly weaken U. S. defense alliances and force a pause 
on American extremists. The Socialists would preach co-existence as pref- 
erable to atomic war, striving to free all Europe of the occupation of for- 
eign troops. They would combat communism by convincing the millions 
of European workers that they could have greater economic security in a 
democratic Socialist mixed economy — plus freedum. Through this doc- 
trine they would strive to win the working classes behind the Iron Curtain 
and undermine Marxist rule. The Socialist would not disarm. They would 
make it plain to the Kremlin, as Finland has, that armed occupation would 
cost Russia much more than it would be worth. There is likelihood there- 
fore that the theme of Unarmed Defense, which is simmering in the minds 
of millions, may emerge as a saving force. The tragedy is that free enter- 
prise democratic capitalism, so fruitfully developed in America, is becom- 
ing associated with self-defeating, political and military fanaticism.

Soil Bank Racketeers 


Much of the new antagonism of 
the farmers toward the Eisenhower 
GOP Administration developed 
when the public learned the facts 
about a bill passed shortly before 
the end of the last session of Con- 
gress which was designed to put a 
limit of $3,000 on soil bank pay- 
ments to “any one producer.” Lib- 
eral congressmen pushed the bill to 
prevent soil bank payments being 
perverted to favor the great land- 
owners. 


Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
promptly ruled that each producer 
could get $3,000 for each farm in 
which he had an interest. Most 
farms owned by the wealthy groups 
are in multiple units. (Mr. Benson 
himself has large holdings.) As a re- 
sult of this ruling by Benson, thou- 
sands of wealthy landowners, who 
did not need the money, received 
large sums. The Dept. of Agricul- 
ture reports that the banker-owned 
Garvey farms of Kansas received 
$278,187. The Harris Ranches of 
Arizona were paid $209,702. The 
J. W. B. Farms, Inc., of Colorado 
got $45,817. The McCarthy & 
Hildebrand farms of Calif. drew 
$29,723. The Kupchunoe Bros., 
Inc., of Conn. drew $28,829. Pay- 
ments of $10,000 or more to 
wealthy landowners were common. 

Because small farmers must usual- 
ly crop most of their land to make 
a living, very little help went to 
those who needed it most. This 
black market in the GOP soil bank 
will hurt in the coming elections.
